JAPANESE  IRIS  KALIKO 

ONE  of  the  loveliest  flowers  for  the  garden  is  Japanese  Iris.  They  grow 
from  twelve  inches  to  around  four  feet,  and  the  flowers  vary  from  six 
inches  to  around  ten  and  twelve  in  diameter  but  the  very  large  ones 
often  droop  and  do  not  give  the  effect  of  so  great  size.  Many  of  them 
are  perfectly  flat  and  stay  so. 

They  can  be  used  in  the  garden  in  solitary  clumps ;  in  beds  by  themselves ;  in 
borders  in  front  of  lilies,  delphiniums,  and  other  tall  perennials;  around  pools: 
and  as  landscape  subjects,  in  masses  of  one  color  or  carefully  selected  combina¬ 
tions  of  colors,  always  using  plenty  of  each  color.  For  the  most  beautiful  effects, 
one  color  takes  precedence  over  any  combination.  This  is  far  more  effective  than 
a  heterogenous  collection  of  colors  which  is  seldom  to  be  recommended  under  any 
conditions.  When  the  bloom  is  gone,  they  have  still  the  beauty  of  the  foliage 
which  stays  upright  and  green  until  late  frost  in  October  and  November. 

They  can  be  used  in  all  kinds  of  informal  effects ;  in  the  most  charming  man¬ 
ner,  they  bring  an  unusual,  appealing,  and  exquisite  beauty  to  all  kinds  of 
locations. 

But,  they  are  the  very  essence  of  formality,  Used  as  a  frame  for  a  formal 
pool,  they  are  without  a  peer,  They  are  so  stately,  formal,  clear  cut,  and  perfect 
that  they  lend  grace,  color  and  magnificence  to  a  formal  pool,  They  should  be  at 
least  ten  feet  away  on  all  sides,  planted  in  straight  or  round  beds,  according  to 
the  shape  of  the  pool,  and  used  as  a  frame  for  the  pool  itself. 


Japanese  iris  lend  themselves  to  the  most  rigid  and  clear-cnt  formal  garden 
and  bestow  upon  it  form,  charm,  a  most  delicate  and  enchanting  beauty,  an 
exquisiteness  of  texture,  and  a  beauty  that  is  gorgeous  and  imperious.  Those 
large  flowers,  carried  well  above  the  foliage,  on  long  stiff  stems,  that  never  need 
support,  have  a  commanding  air  wherever  they  grow. 

The  colors  run  from  the  most  lovely  white  to  innumerable  tones  of  lavender, 
blue  and  violet ;  from  delicate  mauve  grey  to  mauve,  rose,  claret,  royal  purple ; 
from  palest  orchids  to  lovely  pinks;  from  palest  blues,  amethysts,  Alice  blues,  to 
that  deep  dark  purple  with  the  blue  black  sheen  upon  it.  And,  too,  others  with 
veinings,  splashings,  borders  of  contrasting  colors,  bringing  to  the  garden  a 
beauty  peculiar  and  individual  unto  themselves ;  gorgeous  and  richly  colored, 
stately,  strong,  yet  with  a  fragile  and  delicate  loveliness. 

These  are  native  to  the  marshes.  They  like  water  and  plenty  of  it,  but  they 
like  it  draining  off  the  crown  to  the  roots  beneath.  If  it  stands  too  long  upon  the 
crown,  it  will  rot.  In  ordinary  soil,  plant  two  inches  below  the  surface  and  mulch 
around  that  after  the  plant  grows  awhile.  In  sandy  soil,  four  inches. 

I  do  not  grow  mine  near  the  water,  but  from  the  first  of  May  until  the  end  of 
July,  1  irrigate  them  thoroughly  with  a  full  stream  from  an  open  hose.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  I  fertilize  them  well  with  bone  meal  and  after  cultivating  is  done  in  the 
spring  I  mulch  the  ground  with  seven  to  twelve  inches  of  rotted  leaves.  This 
holds  the  moisture  in  the  soil  and  keeps  the  weeds  down.  By  fall  it  is  pretty  well 
worked  into  the  ground.  The  iris  love  it.  They  like  fertilizer;  well-rotted  barn¬ 
yard  manure  and  good  commercial  fertilizers. 

Small  clumps  take  from  two  to  four  years  to  give  good  bloom.  Clumps  sold 
by  WHEELER  CROFT,  under  the  proper  conditions,  should  bloom  very  well  the 
second  year  from  transplanting,  that  is,  the  following  year.
